Oriental language and literature are the original academic voice and vibration ot the Asian 
countries. This is the inspiration and expression ot that topography in which the 
ambassadors of nature incarnated as Vedic seers, prophets and religious teachers on this 
pious land who taught the seminal elements of world philosophies, literature and 
metaphysics - the main sources of natural sciences.

This caused the 
establishment of the institution - INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
ORIENTALISTS. This congress took place at various places beyond Indian Territory and 
gained applaud. This was the main exhorting ground of beginning of the All India Oriental 
Conference. 

It is worthy to know that the oriental learning basically reflects the wider range of ancient 
studies of Asian territory, started from the main source of knowledge. The main source of 
knowledge has been the wisdom of the Vedic seers who have been called y44: and *rMl The 
Rigveda appears as the oldest edify of the Seers' wisdom. The subject matters, significant 
words and the other elements available in the Rigveda lead us towards the original 
knowledge. The Veda delineates in a general way that applies to all human beings and 
speaks of a common platform for all people. 

It is here notable that the All India Oriental Conference from its very cradle through its 
creative and critical efforts of its participants and masterpiece personages, has been 
producing a structural phenomenon of the past society. We may find the spirit of the oriental 
study standing as a nucleas element that bursts out in the form of contemporary science and 
technology developed if its internal activities and reaction understood.

Thus a 
number of prominent Sanskrit scholars have been attached with the most 
ambitious A.I.O.C. and of course the conference has paved the way ol scientific 
research culture in the field of Sanskrit language and literature that includes a 
number of subject and languages ol learning. Today near about 21 sections ol the 
different subjects in various languages arc included in its mission ol study and 
research, ft opens the flexible door for inclusion of all humanitarian subjects.

Kavikulaguru Kalidas Sanskrit University of Maharashtra is unique in nature and 
is entirely different from all the existing Sanskrit Universities in academic nature. 
The other Sanskrit Universities cater for traditional learning in Sanskrit while 
Kavikulaguru Kalidas Sanskrit University has innovative academic programme 
and syllabus having modern subjects associated with traditional Sanskrit. On one 
hand, the courses emphasize on modernity and on the other hand they strive to 
preserve traditionality. All the courses of K.K. Sanskrit University are 
consultancy-oriented.
